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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant 's communication filed on 3/21/06 has been carefully considered by the 
examiner. The arguments advanced therein are persuasive with respect to the rejection 
of record, and those rejection are accordingly withdraw. In view of a further 
consideration, however, a new rejection is set forth below. This action is not made final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yamazaki (US 2005/0225238). 

Regarding claim 1, Yamazaki discloses a display device comprising: a first 
substrate (101) having a plurality of light emitting elements (OLE) on one surface 
thereof; and a second substrate (116) having a circuit for controlling the plurality of the 
light emitting elements (OLE), the second substrate being bonded to said one surface of 
the first substrate (101), and sealing a space where the plurality of the light emitting 
elements are formed. See figures 1-6, col.4, lines [0054] to col.1 1 , lines [0156]. 
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Regarding claim 2, Yamazaki discloses the circuit including: a plurality of scan 
bus lines; a plurality of data bus lines intersecting the plurality of the scan bus lines; and 
a plurality of switching elements arranged respectively at intersections between the 
plurality of the scan bus lines and the plurality of the data bus lines and electrically 
connected to the respective plurality of the light emitting elements. See figures 8A-8F 

Regarding claim 3, Yamazaki discloses a plurality of scan bus lines, a plurality of 
data bus lines intersecting, the plurality of the scan bus lines, and a plurality of switching 
elements arranged respectively at intersections between the plurality of the scan bus 
lines and the plurality of the data bus lines and electrically connected to the respective 
plurality of the light emitting elements are formed on the first substrate. See figure 21 . 

Regarding claim 4, Yamazaki discloses wherein a scan bus line control circuit for 
controlling signals inputted into the plurality of the scan bus lines, and a data bus line 
control circuit for controlling signals outputted from the plurality of the data bus lines are 
formed on the first substrate. See figures 8A-8F 

Regarding claims 5-8, Yamazaki discloses the circuit includes a scan bus line 
control circuit for controlling signals inputted into the plurality of the scan bus lines, and 
a data bus line control circuit for controlling signals outputted from the plurality of the 
data bus lines. See figures 1-6, col.4, lines [0054] to col.1 1, lines [0156]. 

Regarding claim 9, Yamazaki discloses the first substrate and the second 
substrate are electrically connected to each other by columnar electrodes formed 
between the first substrate and the second substrate. See figures 1-6. 
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Regarding claim 10, Yamazaki discloses the first substrate and the second 
substrate are electrically connected to each other by a flexible substrate. See figures 1- 
6, col.4, lines [0054] to col. 10, lines [0156]. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , Yamazaki discloses the light emitted by the light emitting 
elements is taken out toward the other surface of the first substrate. See figures 1-8A. 

Regarding claim 12, Yamazaki discloses a plurality of light emitting elements on 
one surface of a first substrate; forming a plurality of switching elements on one surface 
of a second substrate; bonding said one surface of the first substrate and said one 
surface of the second substrate to each other and electrically connecting said 
respective plurality of the light emitting elements to the respective plurality of the 
switching elements. See figures 1-6, col.4, lines [0054] to col.11, lines [0156]. 

Regarding claims 13-15, Yamazaki discloses one surface of a first substrate a 
plurality of light emitting elements and a plurality of switching elements electrically 
connected to said respective plurality of the light emitting elements; forming on one 
surface of a second substrate a prescribed circuit which is to be electrically connected 
to said plurality of switching elements; and bonding the first substrate and the second 
substrate to each other with said one surface of the first substrate and said one surface 
of the second substrate opposed to each other to electrically connect the circuit to the 
plurality of the switching elements. See figures 1-6, col.4, lines [0054] to col .11, lines 
[0156].
